EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-15 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claims 1 and 10 Smyth (5,974,380) teaches joint coding and measuring excitation 
values, but neither Smyth nor Minde (6,393,392) teach measuring disparity between excitation 
patterns of individual input channels of a multi-channel input and determining to encode the 
portion using joint channel coding or independent channel coding based on at least in part on the 
measured disparity between excitation patterns of the individual input channels. 

Neither Smyth nor Minde teach, singularly or in combination, nor fairly suggest, 
measuring disparity between excitation patterns of individual input channels of a multi-channel 
input and determining to encode the portion using joint channel coding or independent channel 
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coding based on at least in part on the measured disparity between excitation patterns of the 
individual input channels. 

The dependent claims 2-9 and 1 1-15 are allowed because they further limit the independent 
claims or their parent claims.
